Councilmembers unanimously adopted the first 
reading by title only of Ordinance No. 1020 which 
increases the membership of the Cultural Heritage 
Commission to seven members.

Barbara Cline is the new Beautification Com¬ 
mittee member, as requested by Mayor Corp and 
granted by councilmembers. Part of her job will 
be working with other Beautification Committee 
members in the installation of the hanging flower 
planters in downtown Sierra Madre Friday, Nov. 
22. City crews will begin strapping the baskets onto

Sierra Madre City Council had reason to be 
proud of their brevity at their meeting Tuesday 
evening: they pushed ahead on a 13-point agenda 
in record time, finishing 12 of the items at 9:40 p.m. 
instead of the usual 11 or 11:30 p.m. 

One item was referred back to the Planning 
Commission: an appeal hearing for a sign by l.ind- 
berg Nutrition. Councilman Andrew Roy Buchan 
suggested that Bradley and Sheryl Morrison, 
owners of Lindberg Nutrition, bring evidence of 
conformance with the Planning Commission to the 
commission meeting on Nov. 21. 

The councilmembers followed administration’s 
recommendations to establish a public hearing for 
Dec. 10 relating to an appeal by the Mosers and 
Agnes Resh concerning variances to construct a 
garage. The Planning Commission on Oct. 17 
denied the application for side and rear yard set¬ 
back variances and an appeal was filed. 

Fred Crockett won his case at the public hear¬ 
ing Tuesday evening when the council unanimously 
approved the Draft Environmental Impact Report, 
accepted and certified the Final E.I.R. and moved 
for approval as conditioned of the Tentative Tract 
Map /1^44193. A re,solution confirming those unani¬ 
mous actions will be presented at the next coun¬ 
cil meeting. 

Fie proposes a 16-unit single family condo¬ 
minium project at 442, 452 and 462 Mariposa 
.Ave., property owned by the .lohn Richardsons. 

City Attorney Charles Martin drew up a three- 
part ordinance. Ordinance No. 1016, at the re¬ 
quest of the council. The ordinance deals with the 
city zoning code as it pertains to guest houses in 
single family residential zones. The council reter- 
red the proposed ordinance back to the Planning 
Commission. 

Mayor Charles Corp stressed that Martin drew 
the document at the request of the council and that 
the points therein were not necessarily Martin’s 
recommendations.

Steele reminds community how to wrap

Sierra Madre Postmaster Joyce M. Steele has a 
half dozen “do’s” and "don’ts” for customers who 
want to be sure their holiday parcels get delivered. 

— Don’t box yourself in — use the right 
container. Boxes must be adequate in size for 
the items being mailed and provide enough space 
fiu' cushioning material. They must also be strong 
enough to hold the weight of the contents. If the 
box has adequate space for an address (cross out 
confusing information), it is not necessary to wrap 
it in paper. If you use paper, however, be sure it 
is equivalent to be the kind used in grocerv bags 
(60-pound weight). Fiberboard lubes and similar 
long packages are acceptable if their length does 
not exceed 10 times their girth. 

— Give yourself some cushion. Cushioning ab¬ 
sorbs and distributes shock and vibration. l:\- 
amples of good cushioning materials are toamed 
plastics, corrugated cardboard and loose till ma¬ 
terials such as polystyrene, popcorn or shredded 
newspaper. Loose fill material should completely 
cover the items being mailed. 

— Close parcels up right. Use tape, not string 
or rope, to close packages. Cellophane and masking 
tape should not be used. Pressure-sensitive, filament- 


reinforced tape is recimimendevl tind should be 
wrapped around the parcel at least twice. 

— Addresses are important. You can spend a 
fortutie on wrapping, but your |sackage will never 
reach its destination if it is not addressed right. 
Print or type the address clearly on one side ol 
the parcel only. It is also a good idea to put the 
name and address inside the package in case the 
address label comes off. 

— Don’t mail your pet elephant. Packages must 
not exceed ^0 pounds. Ihey must aUo be at least 
3'/:’’ wide and 5“ long and total letigth and girth 
cannot exceed 108’’. 

— Don’t over insure. It youi ptiixcl is valuable, 
you tnight want to insure it, but insure it only 
for its actual value. The I’ostal Service pavs claims 
based on the tictual value ol lost vu damaged 
items atid not a higher insured amoimt. 

For your holiday packaging needs, all cd vour 
area post offices sell approved packitig boxes in 
four different sizes. Ihe sm.ill size measures 8x8x8 
at 55*1. The medium size measures 12x12x12 at 
8()C. The large size measuies 15x12x10 at 9()C. 
The extra-large size measures 20x14x10 at SI. 10. 

“If volt follow these six suggestions, it 11 help 
us get your package where I's going on time, in 
good shape,” Postmasiei Steele said.

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Where there’s 
smoke, there’s 
fire — cancer 

The Great American Smokeout will 
be observed in California for the 10th 
consecutive time on Thursday, Nov. 21. 

This special day is set aside for 
non-smokers to breathe, it is also set 
aside for smokers to give their lungs a day 
of rest. 

Smokers who want to give up the 
cigarette habit may find the task a bit 
easier on this day since that is the day 
when the nation’s 54 million smokers are 
encouraged to kick the habit for at least 24 
hours just to prove to themselves that 
quitting is possible. 

A 26 mile marathon relay run, be¬ 
ginning at noon at Kellogg Park in Po¬ 
mona, is scheduled. Area high schools 
will participate as track athletes and run¬ 
ning enthusiasts take one mile per school, 
passing the American Cancer Society 
symbol. 

Chuck Henry, cohost of “Eye on L.A.,’’ 
will complete a mile with students from 
San Marino High School, beginning at Val¬ 
ley Blvd. at about 3:10 p.m. 

Five hundred balloons will be re¬ 
leased as the runners cross the finish line 
from the relay at 4:20 p.m. 

Businesses in the San Gabriel and 
Pomona Valleys will sponsor in-house 
Smokeout day incentives for their em¬ 
ployees. Nineteen hospitals will hold 
Smokeout activities. These are just a few 
of the activities to discourage smoking 
that day and for all days. 

Cigarette smoking is responsible for 
83% of all the lung cancer deaths in 
the nation, in 1985, lung cancer will sur¬ 
pass breast cancer as the leading killer 
of women. 

Cigarette smoking is a significant 
factor in other cancers as well: cancer of 
the esophagus, larynx, pharynx, bladder, 
pancreas and has been linked to some 
cases of cervical cancer.

Sled dog races are held every year at Long 
Valley on Mt. San Jacinto. 1 went last year 
and would recommend it highly. Some facts 
about the races are as follows: 

The races are held on Jan. 11, 12, 18 and 
19. The first three dates are preliminary 
heats, with the finals on Sunday, Jan. 19. 
As these are timed races, the length of each 
race depends on conditions of trail and the 
speed of the dogs. The race is run on a 
two-and-one-half mile marked trail through 
Long Valley at the 8516-fooi level of the Palm 
Springs Aerial Tramway (you must ride the 
tram to get to the race site). The trail crosses 
the stream and the dogs run the course twice, 
which amounts to a five-mile loop. 

There are eight teams per day (preliminary) 
competing. Finals are composed of the top 
two teams in the preliminary heats. Each team 
has a regulation sled, driver and the number 
of dogs varies from two to a maximum of 
five. Breeds include Malamute, Siberiati Husky 
and German Shephard. 

The total purse and prizes are worth 
$10,(XX). Each sled team receives a cash award 


for participating and the lirst place winner 

receives an award of $ 1500. 

The races start promptly at noon. It is a 
good idea to arrive at the Tramway’s Valley 
Station no later than 10 a.m. to assure arrival 
in Long Valley by race time (the tram ride is 
only 5-10 minutes,'but crowds can slow you 
down, and there is a lot to see once you 
reach the top of the mountain). Close by the 
race site is a nice lodge where hot food and 
drinks are served. The lodge also hosts a ter¬ 
rific view of the valley. 

For those people who are interested in 
staying after the races. Long Valley offers 
sled gliders for rent and some pleasant hiking. 
If you want to eat dinner at the lodge, you 
can buy a “ride and dine” ticket for about 
$1 which entitles you to ride the tram, see the 
races, and partake in a ribs and chicken 
dinner in the late afternoon. Otherwise, the 
tram costs about $6 per adult for the ride 
alone, and the races are free. 

Although the races are rarely postponed, 
it is a wise idea to call ahead since the 
races are subject to snow conditions. The 
telephone is (619) 325-1449. You can also call 
the number for more details.

Alhambra - San Gabriel Chapter National So¬ 
ciety Daughters of the American Revolution 
will hold their monthly meeting at 12:00 noon 
on Wednesday, November 13, 1985 at Glen¬ 
dale Federal Savings, San Gabriel, California, 
celebrating the chapters 65th Anniversary. 


San Gabriel takes its name from the old Mis¬ 
sion built in 1771 - 72, in the heart of the old 
Spanish section and has the distinction of 
being the oldest settlement in the county, ten 
years older than ‘‘Pueblo Los Angeles” 
founded in 1781. It is told that the Mission 
bells could be heard in Los Angeles calling 
the people to worship before a church was 
built in the City of Angels. 


At the 77th Annual State Conference of the 
California State Society, NSDAR held in 
February of 1985, Alhambra - San Gabriel 
Chapter, DAR was honored with a FIFTH 
PLACE STATE AWARD, for Outstanding 
Achievement and the, “Most Participation In 
American History Month,” out of 153 chapters 
in the State Society.

Rising high to the north beyond the limits of 
the cities of Pasadena, Altadena, and Sierra 
Madre is beautiful Mt. Wilson. It was named 
for Benjamin D. Wilson, an outstanding 
figure of his time, the guiding spirit in the 
development of the City of Alhambra. A 
pioneer trapper and settler, he came to Cali¬ 
fornia in 1841, in his later years. In honor of 
Wilson, Alhambra - San Gabriel Chapter, DAR 
placed a marker at Signal Point on Mt. Wilson, 
three hundered yards from the powerful tele¬ 
scope. 


Organized on November 6, 1920, the Alham¬ 
bra - San Gabriel Chapter, DAR has the dis¬ 
tinction of being one of the oldest chapters 
within the California State Society of the 
NSDAR and is the sixth oldest chapter in the 
District. 


There are over 210,952 members of the Na¬ 
tional Society, DAR in the 50 states.

The chapter was named for the two adjacent 
towns in which most of its members lived at 
the time of its organization. It is said that the 
town of Alhambra was given its name by the 
daughter of the man who laid out the com¬ 
munity in 1871, possibly christened after the 
Alhambra in Granada, Spain, as a friendly 
gesture to the many settlers of Spanish 
descent whose ancestors were the land- 
owners at one time.
